OPA 
today hiketi June 30 prices oti nunuirouH itemH and lifted controls from many others. All 
;)f the aKoncy's QCtion.s hiid been iiliinniid woekH ago but hnd been held up by the 25-day: 
lirice control comn which bcRnn with the lapse of OPA 
authority on July 1. On tnp were a long list of other orders 
Koverning prices on hundreds of items. 

Rut none were in the works yet for the restoration of price 
ceilings on several major itemH in the family budget— in- 
cluding meat, dairy products, eggB. poultry, grains, tobacco 
and petroleum, 

ThCRe were exempted from price ceilings, at least until 
Aug, 20, by the OPA revivtil law which President Truman 
"reluctantly" signed late yesterday. 

The price boosts authorized today are temporary and may 
bo reviewed under standards set up by the new OPA law. 
Included wore increases ranging from six to eight centa a ton 
on coal. coke, anthracite and similar solid fuels. Some retail 
shoe price ceilings were upped about eight percent. 
Stripped from the controlled list were such miscellaneous 
items as household television

EHRENIU:it(i'S TKAVKl.OG 
nit' Soviet, writer, Ilya Jihrcnburg, has set 
down some Impressions ot his receiil Ameri- 
can tour m a rectiil Issue of Collier's maga- 
zine. It is an article ol particular Intereflt. not 
only becauBC it nmlcfs available to the general 
American public one ot [tic rare Ilrsl-hana 
observations nt Ihelr country by a RuMlan 
citizen, but also because It reveala what is 
perhaps [he tijjlcal working ol the Russian 
Journalistic mind. 

Most of Mr. Elirenburg'i Impressions seem 
to be unfavorable ones of the American 
press. He presents them In a mixture ot 
truths, hall-truths and glaring omissions. 
This method of attaclt Is a familiar technique 
of propaganda. It ml^ht Impress Mr. Ebren- 
burg"s Ruaalan audience, but Its Inconslaten- 
cles will be apparent even to the casual 
American reader. 

Mr, Ehrenburg proceeds from two patently 
false assumptions. One Is that all talk of 
Riissian cxpatision and aggreasion Is a ma- 
lIclouB fabrication of American newspapers. 
The other Is that these newspaper -attaclts" 
are directed at the Russian people. 

No one. Including members of the Ameri- 
can press, would deny that the noble spirit 
and Intent of press freedom Is occasionally 
abused here. No one would deny that Ameri- 
can newspapers have sometimes printed de- 
liberately biased articles about Russia — both 
pro and con. 

But Mr. Ehrenburg ascrlbea all Russo- 
Amerlcan discord to our newspapers. Not 
once la hla whole article does he mention 
either the Russian or American government. 
He would have ua believe that the sole caiui. 
of misunderstanding U a war-mongerlng at- 
tack by American newspaper proprietors 
(whom he refers to as "slanderers" and our 
"worst citizens") upon the Russian citizenry. 

He waves aside the "Iron curtain" and says 
that "actually Russia Is hidden from Ameri- 
cans by a smoke screen of He*, and this screen 
la the creation of many Amerlcon newspa- 
pers." 

Mr. Ehrenburg falls to note that the ma- 
jority of American writers who have visited 
his country refer to the friondllneaa, Ukeable- 
ness and Industry of the Russian people, and 
to their obviously sincere, though ill-in- 
formed, good will toward Americans. When 
he charges that "it is low and criminal to 
ascribe to our people aggressive designs." it 
seems to have escaped his attention that our 
"slanderous" press has not accused the Rus- 
sian masses of any such thing. 

The wyiter admits that his people know 
little about American life, but this he ascribes 
to lack of paper, not lack of Interest. How- 
ever, he states that "never in our press can 
one find slanders against the American peo- 
ple; wa know little, but what we know la the 
truth." 

That, of course, la more dlstlngenuous 
double talk. The Ruaalan newspapers" quarrel 
la with our economy and policies. Soviet 
Journals doubtless pity the American masses' 
"exploitation by monopolistic capital" (per- 
haps that's the "truth" of which Mr. Ehren- 
burg apoke so confidently) Just as ours pity 
the regimentation and ignorance of the aver- 
age Russian. 

Probably Mr. Ehrenburg h'ta been as dls- 
tressed by American Impresalons of Russia ai. 
we are by hia of the United States. There Is 
a tendency by writers of both countries to 
ascribe spotless virtue to their own land and 
aU the vices to the other. Mr. Ehrenburg has 
Indulged this tendency to the limit 

The unfortunate result Is that he has of- 
fended Americans' good sense by dIstorUon 
and weasel words posing as factual observa- 
tion, and has done nothing to bring us closer 
to an understanding of the Russian people
